CADWALADER IS WINNER 

Of the 8700 plurality given Gover- 
nor Landon over President Roosevelt 
in Montgomery County a margin of 
73% votes was contributed by Lower 
Merion Township and the borough of 
Narberth. Only the heavy Republican 
vote in the Main Line and Old York 
road sections kept the county from 
joining the State and Nation in the 
landslide for the New Deal leader. 

Democratic gains, large in the in- 
dustrial sections of the county, were 
even noticeable locally. Governor 
Landon received 07.1 per cent of the 
total vote cast in Lower Merion, 
whereas Herbert Hoover in 1032 re- 
ceived 72.0 per cent, a decrease of 5.5 
per cent. Mis numerical plurality was 
82 less than Hoover's in Lower Mer- 
ion and 81 less in Narberth. 

Due to split tickets in favor of 
Roosevelt, Congressman J. William 
Hitter, Ambler, ran ahead of his 
ticket in the county with a plurality 
of 12,150 votes over George Bartholo- 
mew, I'otistown. Democrat. 

Lambert Cadwalader, Villanova. 
Assemblyman-elect from this district, 
showed himself to he an excellent vote 
getter with a district plurality of 
5001 over Samuel K. White, Merion. 
Democrat. 

Out of the twenty-nine precincts in 
the First Legislative District the 
Democrats won eight —• the three 
Bridgeport districts. Second and 
Third Wards in West Conshohoclcen, 
lower district of Upper Merion and in 
Lower Merion, West Ardmorc and 
Pcncoyd. 

In Lower Merion about 18,500 votes 
were cast, or about -1500 more than in 
the 1!>:V2 national election. This in-

Frank Duncombc referred at last 
month's Neighborhood Club meeting, 
do not irk motorists who seldom use 
the stations. 

Lower Morion's Commissioners' 
president, Julius Zieget, put through 
an improved City Line against all 
sorts of odds, because he had corned 
beef and cabbage perseverance — plus 
"dessert" vision. His present dream 
is for public parks and playgrounds, 
necessitating gifts of fifteen acres by 
public-spirited citizens, plus expendi- 
tures by the local government, paid 
by the taxpayers. The taxpayers at 
present appear disinterested. Na- 
tional problems seem more pressing. 
And yet, in these days of increasing 
prosperity, isn't it true, now as ever, 
that charity begins at home? And 
dessert tastes better on your own 
table.

Laxity, freedom from 
restraint, inadequate discipline— they j 
are natural in a civilized society, but 
dangerous for savages who haven't 
grown up yet — who are, to quote a 
newly coined word I'm fond of — hu- ; 
midauriculate. 

Your church should exert the in- 
fluence. You should not only exert 
influence; your first need is for free 
frank discussion with the youngsters. 
Most Main Line parents are better 
fitted for this than less cultured peo- 
ple. But they are more inhibited. 
And they take too much for granted. 
Suppose we let it go at that.

Legal Intelligence 



The usual employment contract of 
a wage-earning employe is oral and 
not written. No definite time of em- 
ployment is fixed, both parties being 
content to stipulate that the employ- 
ment be at a specified weekly, monthly 
or yearly wage. This is the type of 
contractual arrangement which exists 
in the case of most domestic servants, 
office employes, laborers and virtually 
every other type of employment which 
is not on a commission or piece-work 
basis. 

Under these circumstances the em- 
ploye, if employed at a monthly sal- 
ary, is usually under the impression 
that the employment is for a period 
of at least one month, and if the em- 
ployment continues for even one day 
longer than the first month, there is 
an implied contract of employment for 
the ensuing month. This, however, 
is not the law. The fact that the 
employment is upon a weekly or 
monthly wage does not mean that the 
employer or employe cannot terminate 
the contract in the middle of any given 
week or month and without notice. It 
may not be ethical to do so; however, 
under a very recent decision of the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court it is 
clearly legal. 

It will not be surprising if the law 
as above recited proves a surprise to 
the majority of laymen, inasmuch as 
it is also a point upon which many 
lawyers will err unless they have hap- 
pened to read the above-mentioned de- 
cision.

Mincemeat 

Walking along on the street came 
a girl of twenty or so, eating a big 
red apple. That wasn't altogether 
unusual, these days — and the young 
lady seemed to be enjoying the fruit, 
biting into it with strong white teeth. 
That gusto brought a smile to these 
lips — and the sweet young thing 
smiled back at your conductor and 
went tripping on her way. 

The sight of that apple started bis 
imagination and his memory and when 
he reached bis desk be just couldn't 
attend to his business for the thoughts 
which came trooping into this bony 
old head. They would. And they 
were of mincemeat and the ritual of 
its making, in boyhood days. 

Now this writer would lay a wager 
that the apple came from far away 
Washington and the Winachec Val- 
ley. It had the robust appearance of 
such and it looked like a good one. 
But have you ever munched a York 
State Spitzenberg? That was the 
kind which went into the mincemeat 
compounded by this writer's mother, 
a very long time ago. And nothing 
but Spitzenbergs would do. 

Tre making of mincemeat was a 
family affair in the household of which 
this scribbler was a member. Every- 
body took a hand in it, come mid- 
October. Pater familias peeled the 
apples with a pearl-handled penknife. 
And couldn't he da it? He'd start at 
the stem and drop the peel in one long 
curl into the pan in his lap. Some- 
times he'd drop one on the to)) of the 
old-fashioned coal-range and the de- 
lightful odor from it would permeate! 
the entire basement. 

Yours truly had to cut into fine bits 
the citron and the suet and the dried 
orange peel. His brother reduced the 
beef to a fine hash, holding between 
his knees a large wooden chopping 
bowl. The mother washed the raisins 
and the currants, drying them in pie- 
tins on the shelf of the range. Care- 
fully, she would measure the new, 
sweet cider and the ancient brandy. 
And she would grind her own spices 
the while she bossed the family with 
firm hand and much admonishing. 

After arduous labor and after many 
boyish protests, there would be filled 
a ten-gallon crock of the delectable 
mess, which would be set on the back 
of the range to simmer for the re- 
quired time. That crock was a house- 
keeper's treasure — you know, the grey 
kind with peacock painted on it in 
a peculiar blue tone. It was used for 
nothing else — and woe betide the pro- 
fane band which touched it. 

When the compound had simmered 
enough, a matter of days, it was car- 
ried by the man of the house and 
set on the brick pavement of a rear 
areaway to season. Out of it would 
come, at Thanksgiving, the first batch 
of pies. And sucli pies they were! 
Then, during the winter, on Wednes- 
day mornings and on Saturday morn- 
ings, there would be throe, or four of 
them, golden-crusted and filled with 
palative delight. 

The odor of them is in these nostrils 
now and their spicy aroma is affect- 
ing your reporter's gustatory inabil- 
ities. He can see those pics, bubbling 
and steaming as their top-crusts 
moved up and down with a rhythm 
like that of dance-music. It all has 
an affect which must have filled Tan- 
talus as he reached his longing mouth 
toward that bunch of grapes. 

And didn't that family wolf that 
pastry? It did. There was no mys- 
tery about what it contained, from 
those rosy apples to the ginger-root, 
which gave it a flavor all its own — 
and a little above the appreciation of 
the gods. In those days, a baker's 
mince pie was laughed to scorn. That 
household wouldn't have touched it 
with a hay-fork. Not much. The 
flaky crust of the home product actu- 
ally melted in one's mouth. Never 
was it soggy — for that meant disgrace 
in the art of baking. Only one brand 
of flour was just right. And for the 
interiors, only the best of materials 
passed muster. The raisins were 
seeded — and many the pound of them 
these hands dissected in that business. 
There were grown no seedless raisins 
then and that fruit came from Italy. 

Times have changed. So far as this 
writer knows, there isn't one house- 
keeper in twenty who knows how to 
make mincemeat — let alone a brown 
mince pie. But he does know of one 
who can do both. For two, what's the 
use? And it happens that this col- 
umn has been written ten years to a 
day after the one who did it, so joy- 
ously, in the long ago, passed on.

An old weather hook describes how the Delaware 
was o.ice frozen over for more llian throe months 
so that sleighs and sleds travelled on the ice from 
Trenton to Philadelphia, and from Philadelphia to 
Chester. A wholeox wasroasted on the frozen « alera. 

It ; <'a;n describes the winter of 1H09, when mer- 
chants were forced to employ men to cut a channel 
from Pine Street wharf lo Gloucester Point in order 
to let several ice hound vessels get under way. 

With anthracite coal not yet in use, winters like 
these made fuel very scarce ami dear . . . some 
wood was drawn with horses and sleds from 
New Jersey across the Delaware to the city and 
suburbs. Scores of pumps were frozen, adding 
to the difficulty of household water supplies.
